Home gardens will be popu¬ 
lar in California throughout the 
entire year. This statement by 
good authorities is based on the 
fact that there is no relief in 
sight from the high cost of food 
products. 

Successful gardening is possi¬ 
ble in California for twelve 
straight months in the year. 
This is one of the few sections 
of the world that has a twelve 
months’ growing season. 

There is no reason to suppose 
that when the war ends the rises 
in the prices of food will also 
end. The demands of hungry 
and naked millions of foreigners 
who are willing and able to work 
may still further and still more 
laigely raise the prices of our 
food and clothing. It is a fact 
that their own consumption will 
require all they can produce for 
a long time to come. 

All the warring countiies are 
suffering from scai’city of food, 
or, what amounts to the same 
thing—from the high cost of 
food. 

We of the United States have 
the same economic problems to 
meet that the wai ring countries 
have, only, so fai', it is worse 
with them. Wages have in- 
creasesd here, which tends to 
raise the cost of most other 
things, at least temporarily. 
But the cost of our living has 
increased more. 

The most immediate and f'e 
easiest way to cut down the cost 
of living is to raise at least a 
part of one’s own food. It is 
astonishing to see how much can 
be raised in a small way. A b’t 
of land 20 feet square, if care¬ 
fully and intelligently cultivated 
will provide all the vegetables 
that a family of five can eat. 

Under the pressure of the war 
and high prices, England is 
plowing up the parks and pleas¬ 
ure grounds—like Hyde Paili, 
Kew Gardens, Epping Forest 
and the New Forest—and set¬ 
ting the people in the big cities 
to work them. Two hundred 
thousand persons will be work¬ 
ing in London’s vacant lots this 
spring. 

Here in California gardening 
is one of the greatest joys of 
ife. It produces not only onions 
and potatoes for the family 
table, but roses in the cheeks. 
What is more delightful when a 
fresh salad or gai-nishing is 
wished than to step to the gar¬ 
den and pluck the fresh green¬ 
ery with which to compass it? 

During the month of April, 
the following should be planted: 
Deans, radishes, summer lettuce, 
muskmelon, summer squash, 
lima beans, beets, turnips, corn, 
cucumbers, onions, peppers, to¬ 
matoes and parsley.

It is strange that our people as a rule never stop, to con¬ 
sider and appreciate, how remarkable it is that neaiTy 18 
centuries ol our Christian Era should have passed before 
the Stars and Stripes were discovered. F'er centuries be- 
lore Columbus discovered America, the nations of tne world
